it is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form wilt not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it indudes. or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to indude. all of the applicatile items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
